The teens were out hiking the local mountains 
and took the wrong path and ended up stranded on 
the canyon wall. A resident in Carter Canyon spotted 
the teens and told them to sit still and that help was 
on the way. Because of the location of the teens 
they had to be lowered down 300 feet of steep rocky 
ground to the top of a dry 75-foot waterfall. After 
being tied into the safety rope system again, the teens 
were lowered over the waterfall to the ground below. 

Safe on the ground, Andrew, Vincent and Matt 
said that it would be awhile before they “do anything 
this dumb again.” 

The rescue team reminds people to carry maps of 
the area to be hiked and to be extra careful of the 
steep areas after all the rain. Ground crew assistance 
was by John Lester, A. Gaffrey, R. Harness, D. Sale, 
R. Anderson, L. Kroll and T. Burhenn. 

When asked what they were thinking about just 
before they jumped from a perfectly good helicopter, 
Vierhielig said he was concerned for the teens’ safety 
and hoped they were not injured which would make 
the lowering much more difficult.

Leap Day ’92 might not have been a jumping day 
around your house, but it was for three members 
of Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team. 

At about 11 a.m. on Saturday, the page went 
out from the Sierra Madre Police Department that 
three teens were stuck on a very steep canyon wall 
about 400 feet above Carter Basin. The teens were 
spotted on what seemed the only flat ground in the 
whole canyon. 

When the rescue team arrived, operations leader 
Phil Lester decided that it would take over an hour 
to hike the steep walls of the canyon to reach the 
three teens. 

A call was dispatched for the Los Angeles Sheriffs 
Department Helicopter Air 5 to set down Ron Howko, 
Wayne Nakagawa and Pete Vierhielig about 150 
feet above the stranded hikers. Since there was no 
flat ground to land the chopper, the trio had to leap 
from the hovering air craft to the canyon 10 feet be¬ 
low. 

Because of the height of grass on the steep slopes, 
the ground crew below directed the rescue team to 
Andrew Tueydte, 17, of Arcadia; Vincent Padilla,

The way Sierra Madreans talk about “our” giant 
Wistaria Vine and the annual Wistaria Fete, we seem 
to lay claim to it as if the vine grows on public property, 
perhaps in a park. 

But no, its luxurious purple blossoms cling to a 
massive spread of branches over the private property 
of two families, the Feeneys and the Solts. It is through 
their gracious generosity that we are able to share the 
vine with visitors who come from near and far. 

Each spring, for one day only, Joe and Maria 
Feeney and Nell and Bob Solt open their gardens up 
so 6000 visitors can stroll beneath the vine. Volunteers 
plan and staff the event. 

Some people come for the first time after hearing 
about the Wistaria Vine, which is written up in the 
1990 “Guinness Book of World Records” as the 
world’s largest blossoming plant, with its ejtimated 
million flowers. Others make the trek almost every 
year, becoming part of the history of the vine which 
was planted in 1894 and which has attracted admirers 
at wistaria festivals down through the decades. 

Celebrities are among those who attend. Last 


year, a special visitor was television star Veronica 
Hamill. This year, for the second time, Huell 
Howser will be on hand to tape the event for his 
television travel program, “Videolog,” on KCET-TV. 

The Solts and Feeneys will play host to the com¬ 
munity and visitors on Sunday, Mar. 29. between 
11 a.m. and 4 p.m. 

Docents will guide wistaria-watchers through 
the gardens.

For the Wistaria Fete, downtown Sierra Madre 
will be transformed into a Street Faire, with upwards 
of 80 craft booths, plus a variety of food and souvenir 
booths.

Sierra Madre resident Ralph Schroder 
urged the Sierra Madre City Council to 
address the sign ordinances once more 
at last week’s meeting. He particularly 
pointed to the sandwich boards, adver¬ 
tising the auction a week ago, that were 
set up around the city.

He said, “I would like to know the 
council’s feelings about signs on city 
property.’’ 

As a result of Schroder’s plea, 
Councilwoman Mary Ann MacGillivray 
suggested that the enforcement sign 
issue be added to the code enforcement 
report.

1, A set of.type is called a‘^ont” and in capital 
letters, figures and special characters such as 
periods, commas, and semicolons, runs 30 to 32 
letters per set. A set of type consisting of several 
of the vowels will run from 120 separate pieces 
to as high as 700 to 800 depending on the size of 
type. Many newspapers have one or two fonts 
of type of the same size and family, especially 
where they are setting an entire newspaper, they 
may have as many as six fonts. 

This type was kept in what was called a “type 
case” which consisted of 30 to 35 partitions with 
each partition holding a certain letter, so planned 
that the most used letter was closest to the com¬ 
positor setting the type, but arranged and stan¬ 
dardized as the letters of a typewriter. Along side 
the lower case letters was the capital letters, also 
consisting of the same number of partitions but 
arranged differently, and more or less on an alpha¬ 
betical order from top of the case to the bottom. 

Also found among Gutenberg’s effects was 
a contraption used to place the individual type; 
later on this was named a “stick” and was gen¬ 
erally held in the left hand as the right hand 
assembled the individual letters. The person sit¬ 
ting in front of the typecase was known as the 


compositor and he generally sat on a stool as he 
picked the letters out of the case according to the 
story that he was setting. 

A compositor generally worked 10 hours a 
day and six days a week, but if you will recall, 
many times you will note at the end of a letter 
or an article “-30-.” This term came into being 
due to a work day for a compositor. When he 
had completed the setting of 30 inches of type, 
one column wide, he hung up his apron, took 
off his visor, and went home. Thus “30” means 
“the end.” 

The village of Sierra Madre was named 
about 1888 and was governed by seven towns¬ 
people elected by the registered population. 
Sometime along about that date the first news¬ 
paper of Sierra Madre was published and was 
known as “The Sierra Vista” and had its home 
base behind the houses on Esperanza. I do not 
remember exactly who the publisher was, but the 
name Cowan seems to be prevalent in my mind. 
The published paper was much smaller than 
those of today, probably 16 inches long and five 
columns wide, and most often four pages; the 
paper was made up from hand-set type.

Several local organizations have joined 
hands to provide an exciting day of festivities 
to celebrate the public viewing of the fabulous 
Wistaria Vine. Come out early and visit our local 
businesses and enjoy the Craft Festival and food 
Fair which begin at 9 a.m. Bus tours to the vine 
will be available from 10:40 a.m. to 4 p.m. 

Wistaria, native to both Northern America 
and Asia, is a member of the pea family. The 
genus was named in 1818 for Dr. Casper Wistar, 
a scientist at the University of Pennsylvania. It 
is said that Marco Polo returned to Europe in 
the 13th century with seeds from ancient Chinese 
vines. Our local vine is recognized as the largest 
blooming plant in the world by the Guinness 
Book of World Records. 

In 1982, Mrs. William F. Brugman and a 
neighbor, Mrs. W.B. Crisp, drove by horse and 
buggy to the Pioneer Nursery in Monrovia where 


Mrs. Brugman purchased a 75 cent gallon can of 
Wistaria Sinensis. When the Brugmans moved 
to their new home in 1894, Mrs. Brugman planted 
her vine at the west side of their front porch. 
The home was sold several times in the next 20 
years and in 1913, Mr. and Mrs. H.T. Fennell 
purchased the property. Eventually, the vine 
covered more than an acre and the Fennells 
could no longer handle the volume of visitors 
who took the Pacific Electric Car to view the 
spectacular blossoms. In 1918, the Sierra Madre 
Chapter of the Red Cross sponsored the first 
Wistaria Fete and donated the funds collected 
from the sale of refreshments to the war effort. 
We would like to invite you to celebrate the 
98th anniversary of the planting of the vine and 
actively support our community by offering 
your assistance to the involved organizations.

Roger J. Keith of Sierra 
Madre has been elected 
interim executive director 
of the new San Gabriel 
Valley Chapter of the 
American Red Cross. At 
its first meeting, the Or¬ 
ganization Committee, 
which is overseeing the 
merger of three Red Cross 
Chapters in the San Ga¬ 
briel Valley, unanimous¬ 
ly elected Keith to that 
interim post. 

Three local chapters of 
the American Red Cross, 
I East San Gabriel Valley 


Chapter serving the eastern 
end of the valley. West 
San Gabriel Valley Chap¬ 
ter that serves the south¬ 
ern portion of the valley, 
and Pasadena Chapter 
serving greater Pasadena 
and surrounding foothill 
communities, voted in 
Nov. 1991 to merge, ef¬ 
fective July 1, 1992. The 
merger process began with 
diligence late last month 
when the 21-member Or¬ 
ganization Committee 
convened to start the pro¬ 
cess. One of the first 
agenda items was to elect 


an interim executive di¬ 
rector to oversee the daily 
operations and details of 
the merger. 

The new San Gabriel 
Valley Chapter will con¬ 
sist of 29 cities serving a 
population of nearly 1 Vi 
million people. Six ser¬ 
vice centers easily accessi¬ 
ble to the public and lo¬ 
cated across the area, will 
accept class registrations 
for CPR, first aid, and 
many other courses, pro¬ 
vide service to military 
veterans and their fami¬ 
lies, respond to disasters. 


and recruit volunteers to 
provide service through 
the Red Cross. 

“The merger will bring 
Red Cross into your neigh¬ 
borhood. We want to put 
the service centers and 
our people where the needs 
exist,’’ stated Keith, who 
will direct the establish¬ 
ing of service centers and 
the merging of the three 
staffs, totalling more than 
45 people. 

Roger Keith now serves 
as the Executive of the 
Pasadena Chapter, a posi¬ 
tion he has held for more 


than 10 years. He began 
his tenure with Red Cross 
in I%5 as a volunteer be¬ 
fore becoming a staff mem¬ 
ber. He currently sits on 
Red Cross President Eliz¬ 
abeth Dole’s Advisory 
Council. 

Keith received a Masters 
of Science and a Bachelor 
or Arts from California 
State University, Los An¬ 
geles. He is a Sierra 
Madre native, where he 
resides with his wife, Deb¬ 
bie, and their three chil¬ 
dren. 


Natural resources highlight last week’s City Council 


“On a scale of one to 
10 , 1 would not give the 
chance of finding enough 
water more than a six or 
seven. 1 suggest you only 
authorize the first phase 
of my program,” said Dr. 
Joseph H. Birman, pres¬ 
ident of Geothermal Sur¬ 
vey Inc. 

Birman continued at 
last week’s City Council 
meeting that he believed 
removal of timbers in the 
tunnels “will not be a solu¬ 
tion to finding more 
water...fluoride in the 
tunnels shows that water 
is coming from a deep 
source, perhaps the Sierra 
Madre Fault.” 

Birman owns the com¬ 
pany srxxnalizing in ground- 
water hydrology. Birman 
had been called to the 
Sierra Madre City Coun¬ 
cil meeting last week to 
discuss the possibility of 
finding water in the bed¬ 
rock of the San Gabriel 
Mountains above Sierra 
Madre. 

He said in his first 


phase he would define the 
sources of groundwater 
and assess the alterna¬ 
tives, completing an in¬ 
formation search. Also 
included in the first phase 
would be legal and finan¬ 
cial assessments. 

He recommended not 
going into the other pha.ses 
which would include per¬ 
forming infrared surveys 
within the tunnels, per¬ 
forming electrical resistivi¬ 
ty soundings and design¬ 
ing drilling and/or tunnel 
revisions. He would sug¬ 
gest not going into drill¬ 
ing and well construction 
in the bedrock locations. 


Also making a presenta¬ 
tion at the City Council 
meeting last week was Son- 
dra Forkner, director of 
marketing at Urban Forestry 
Consultants. 

“You need to care for 
trees on a proactive basis 
rather than on a reactive 
basis,” she told the coun¬ 
cil. “ fhe trees in your 
town are in much better 
shape than all the cities 
I’ve driven through. 1 
give you an eight and a 
half on a scale of 10 ... 
You’ve protected what 
you have.” 

She explained that her 
firm does as much as a 
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city wants done, 5 per¬ 
cent, 15 percent, or what¬ 
ever percent management. 
“We also work on an as- 
needed basis.” 

The council directed 
staff to interact to see 
what would be appropriate 
for Sierra Madre, in deal¬ 
ing with a tree ordinance, 
street policy on street 
trees or inventory of exist¬ 
ing trees and a tree main¬ 
tenance district. 

Directly in commection 
with the arborist and her 
presentation was John 
Briggs at 500 N. Baldwin 
and his request for re¬ 
moval of a large eucalyptus 
tree that is causing damage 


to his sewer lateral. Staff 
has met with Briggs twice 
and the cost of the city 
street tree is estimated at 
over $1000. Cost of sewer 
lateral repairs is estimated 
at over $.J000. 

Kev Tcharkhoutian, 


director of public works 
in Sierra Madre, recom¬ 
mended removal of the 
tree and replacing it with 
another tree at a nearby 
location (about 15 feet 
away), using a 24-inch 
box with root barriers. 
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Council recommended 
tree removal with Briggs 
to pay for the replacement 
tree. 

Under capital projects 
last week, council agreed 
to make improvements 
for access and off-site 
parking between Baldwin 
Ave. and 36 W. Sierra 
Madre Blvd. The bid 
for $55,313 from Perry 
Thomas Inc. was accepted 
by the CRA, sitting as the 
City Council. 


Beylik Drilling Inc. re¬ 
ceived the bid of $29,291.50 
for lowering the pump in 
well No. 4 to 350 feet. 
The water level has dropped 
below the usual level. 

Bob Oden has been 
chosen committee chair 
of the Ad Hoc Cable 
Franchise Advisory Com¬ 
mittee. Others who at¬ 
tended the second meeting

“Diagnostics Engineering Inc. is doing tests 
right now to see if they can eliminate some of the 
rooms that don’t have asbestos ceilings, such as the 
Walt Wesley computer center, the Jameson/Sierra 
Madre room which houses our California section and 
the office areas that do not have sprayed-on accousti- 
cal ceilings, as well as the basement. They are check¬ 
ing these areas to determine if they are contaminated.” 

“The alternatives are to encapsulate the ceiling 
which is a sprayed-on plastic or removal of the ceil¬ 
ing. If it is removed, it will not be replaced immediate¬ 
ly. You will be looking at raw plaster until we look 
at the lighting and electrical facilities. The trustees 
had already decided to replace those anyway,” she 
explained. 

What are the time frames? Buckner said that on 
Thursday bids will be completed and at that point 
contractors will estimate how soon they can start and 
how long the work will take. 

“It is a priority. We want to be back in business, 
serving all of our patrons and doing what we do best,” 
Buckner explained. 

In the meantime, personnel are being housed in 
city hall, in the fire facility which has been offered 
to them by the Firefighters Association. 

“1 couldn’t be more appreciative. Everyone in 
the city has been very supportive. We are so apprecia¬ 
tive. At the present we are emphasizing training of 
our staff. They are doing workshops that are avail¬ 
able and in-house training with videos.

consternation in Egypt 


Following the chaos 
and madness of Cairo, 
we were savoring the 
chance to visit with the 
Pyramids of Giza and the 
incomparable Sphinx 
and drink from their cup 
of endless mysteries. 

We had always pic¬ 
tured both the pyramids 
and the Sphinx as rising 
from the vast and lonely 
desert, surrounded only 
by timeless sands, as they 
are always pictured. We 
found them, instead, on 
the outskirts of Cairo 
with apartment houses 
marching almost to their 
feet. 

After a less than mem¬ 
orable lunch at the near¬ 
by consession complex 
and a wild spree of jostl¬ 
ing for green and blue 
ceramic scarabs and bar¬ 
gain priced gold Sphinx 
bangles, our bus rolled 
around to the stopping 
point. Those who opted 
fOT the camel ride lurched 
their way to the pyra¬ 
mids, grasping the saddle 
horns, both in front and 
back. 

Purses and wallets had 
been left to be guarded 
in the bus and each of us 
clasped our one dollar 
tips, as advised by our 
trusty tour guide. It 
proved less than trust¬ 
worthy as camel drivers 
demanded “Five doUahs!” 
after offering to take pic¬ 
tures. The demand, of 
course, came after taking 
the photo. 

Later we all argued 
endlessly over who were 
more vicious, the camels 
or their drivers. One ship¬ 
mate was nipped by his 
camel; another was chased 
completely around one 
of the pyramids by her 


driver, screaming for 
money or blood, or may¬ 
be both. They treated us 
to impromptu races, how¬ 
ever, as they waited for 
their victims to return, 
leaping on their beasts 
and galloping wildly 
around, lacking only their 
Saracen swords to com¬ 
plete the picture. 

Time has reduced the 
pyramids to great jumbles 
of broken sand-colored 
stones. We traversed the 
low, dark tunnels down 
to one of the central 
tombs, not recommended 
for anyone with either 
claustrophobia or back 
trouble. The tomb itself 
was totally empty, filled 
only with the mystery of 
the ages. 

The Sphinx, crouching 
below the pyramids, ap¬ 
pears small against the 
giants behind it. Time 
again has eroded the sand¬ 
stone to merely a rough 
and pitted outline of the 
original. Like the Mona 
Lisa, however, it awes 
the viewer with its enig¬ 
matic secret. 

Our return to Port Said 
was enlivened by our bus 
driver, who, as night fell, 
greeted each on-coming 
vehicle on the narrow 
highway by veering toward 
head-on disaster and, at 
the last moment, turning 
his headlights on full beam 
while blasting away with 
his horn. The game was 
universal. 

Once again Allah pre¬ 
vailed and we returned 
to the peddlers’ gauntlet 
alongside the ship. One 
provided the perfect end¬ 
ing by offering his string 
of beads for “One dol- 
lah!”, then “Two, one 
dollah!”, “Five,” and.

The new prop’am at the 
Basement Theater in Pasa¬ 
dena is entitled “Eat Your 
Hair” and consists of 
four original plays by a 
member of the company. 
The plays, three of them, 
are set into a semi-carnival 
ambiance, and they are 
Absurdist in concept. The 
Adsurdists of the ’40s, 
’50s and ’60s intended to 
shake up theatrical and 
society conventions in 
general, sometimes be¬ 
coming visualized meta¬ 
phors and sometimes just 
startling nonsense. Audi¬ 
ences soon learned that if 
they made intellectual 
sense, it was in code, with 
the possibility that the 
medium itself was the 
message. They can speak 
strongly to the emotions, 
or they can be irritating 
in the extreme, like other 
forms of abstract art. 

In “Bumpalong Bar¬ 
ney’s Dream Park,” by 
Adele Field, directed by 
Dave Faul, a vaguely sin¬ 
ister rag doll (Linday Lof- 
tin) controls the carnival 
barker (Michael Franklin), 
whose spiel constantly 
threatens to reveal the 
sordid emotions that spark 


interest in his side shows. 
When he finishes his per¬ 
formance, she cuts his 
strings. 

In "Looks Like Love,” 
by Dave Faul, directed 
by Debra Froling, a re¬ 
clusive young man (Terence 
Green) resists the attempts 
of a young woman (Eliza¬ 
beth Golden) to break 
through his shell. As she 
temporarily overwhelms 
him, strange figures (Katie 
Amstutz and Dana Vick¬ 
ery) pantomime some 
puzzling relationship 
while conversing in a 
strange language. 

In “The Drawing Les¬ 
son” by Mauri Lex, di¬ 
rected by Patricia Marina, 
a student in an art class 
who is asked to do a self 
portrait, is fascinated in¬ 
to near immobility by a 
minute examination of 
her own face in a mirror 
while an inarticulate figure 
(Linda Loftin) struggles 
nearby. 

1 tend to sympathize 
strongly with a Storyteller, 
who appears to complain 
that all that comes out of 
him is metaphor, simile 
and hyperbole, and that 
no one believes him. Me 


arlmits that they may have 
a problem because he 
doesn’t finish his .stories. 

My irreverent companion 
suggested that the plays 
were, in varying degrees, 
like a gelatin mold not 
left long enough in the 
refrigerator. You can tell 
something was intended 
but it doesn’t hold its 
shape. 

She also suggested that 
the particularly long scene 
changes be given a title, 
such as “How to Carry 
Furniture Around in the 
Dark.” When everything 
is unusual, and with the 
carnival crowd coming and 
going, it’s hard for the 
audience to know when 
one play ends and another 
begins. 

The playwrights should 
have no complaints about 


the actors, however, who 
seem to carry out their 
assigned tasks very com¬ 
petently. 

The fourth play on the 
program, “The Dress 
Shop,” directed by its 
author, David Titzler, has 
certainly gelled. It is a 
painfully realistic picture 
of an emotionally abused 
wife and her disturbed 
husband. She finds escape 
in daydreams about the 
second-hand dresses in her 
shop; he taunts her with 
graphic descriptions if the 
animals he kills, his hunt¬ 
ing seeming to be his only 
claim to power. Writing, 
acting and directing in 
this one is expert, accurate¬ 
ly observed and succinct. 
Except for its facile end¬ 
ing, it is a dynamic piece 


writing and Priscilla 
Hndi and JoMph Slachura 
do it full Justice.

to prohibit back tax assessments 
shouid Proposition 13 be ruled 
unconstitutional 


Concerned over the 
possibility of Proposition 
13 being ruled unconstitu¬ 
tional, Senator Newton 
Russell (R-Glendale), is 
co-authoring two measures 
that would set up guide¬ 
lines to prohibit unfair 
back tax assessments. 

Should the court issue 
an opinion that would ef¬ 
fectively require county 
assessors to base all prop¬ 


erty tax assessments on 
the current market value 
of the property, versus 
the acquisition value 
method prescribed by 
Proposition 13, this could 
mean, among other things, 
a substantial tax increase 
for homeowners who ac¬ 
quired their houses prior 
to 1990. 

Assembly Bill 851 will 
prohibit county assessors 
from issuing up to $28 


billion in back tax bills 
if the U.S. Supreme Court 
rules that Proposition 13 
is unconstitutional.

efficiencies through economics of scale, decreased 
expenses through the consolidation of corporate 
services and the restructuring of subsidiaries, savings 
in future capital expenditures, increasing access to 
capital through stronger credit ratings, and future 
added contracts and business.

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Oty Council candidates shock, 
spar and pronounce their 
prospective platforms 


TWo shocking statements elicited “ohs” and clucks 
ftom the audience at the Candidates’ Night Thursday 
evening, sponsored by the Sierra Madre Homeowners/ 
Residents Association. 

One, made by Candidate Jack Grotewiel, sug¬ 
gested that the library be relocated “to a more central 
location such as the Old City Hall area.’’ The other 
statement by Incumbent George Maurer called for “re¬ 
placing the Police Chief’’ (Bill Betts). 

Candidate Toby Boothroyd was concerned that 
die City Council had passed an ordinance restricting 
water usage, then at the last meeting forgave penalties 
for two pay periods (which translates into four months). 

“TTiey told everybody to pay the penalties and 
when 48 percent didn’t comply, they changed their 
minds...That's an example of not being accountable,’’ 
Boothroyd said. 

When Maurer said, “The City Council waived 
the payment for two billing periods. The real problem 
is that the rainfall varies...Many on the list have tried 
very hard to meet quotas,” Boothroyd countered, 
“You knew all that when you passed the ordinance. 
Why pass it in the first place?” 

Other than those isolated examples, most of the 
candidates were concerned about the same -ity 
problems: water, building restrictions, infrastructure, 
retaining the identity of Sierra Madre, local people 
and job preference. Orange Grove. 

Dorothy Larson of the League of Women Voters 
served as moderator. Margaret Buckner served as 
hostess for the Homeowners/Residents Association. 

Each candidate gave a brief rundown of his 
biography and his beliefs; most of those appeared in 
the Jan. 30 edition of The News. The question and 
answer period brought out most of the candidates’ 
true spirit with the first question being, “What sug¬ 
gestion do you have to strengthen response to ordi¬ 
nances? That’s when Maurer said, “Replace the 
police chief.” 

Grotewiel thought that the citizens should re¬ 
port back directly to the city, and Lee Cline said, 
“The council as a body should help code enforce¬ 
ment possible... The City Council should monitor 
more closely.” 

Answering “What have you done to prepare 
yourself for the City Council?”, Cline answered that 
most of his preparation had taken place over the 
years since he had attended meetings and knew the 


feelings of the people. 

Grotewiel answered that he knew a lot of good 
people and through the City Council and Planning 
Commission he had been exposed to the city. Grote¬ 
wiel is an architect and would have contact with these 
bodies in his profession. 

Boothroyd said that he and his wife, Kaaren, had 
“spent a lot of years, not all easy years...We have had 
some thin times. We survived. We have paid a lot 
of taxes...put down roots...proud to be here...to be 
part of the town. I believe 1 can bring professional 
qualities.” 

When Maurer was asked “What changes would 
you propose for the transportation system?”, he 
answered that with no central dispatch between the 
two buses (Dial-A-Ride) and the taxi that is privately 
operated, “There is not one unifying service.” 

Cline was asked what trees are in jeopardy and 
what can be done to save trees. He said, “The trees 
in the city are a valuable asset...Can you imagine no 
trees?” He said he was not in favor of private in¬ 
vasion of trees. 

Grotewiel wanted to answer the feasibility of 
composting green waste and he said that we have to 
be selective since the deodar is not worth composting 
but oak trees are. 

Cline believes the city should be involved in 
composting and chipping tree limbs. “They help 
conserve water. If I had a source to get chips. I’d 
put them around all of my trees.” 

Boothroyd answered with the three W’s: water, 
waste and what can we do for money. “We are on a 
state mandate to reduce the waste up to 50 percent 
in the year 2000. I’m in favor of a creative way to do 
that...We can’t wave a magic wand and solve our 
problems. We need input from the community... 
We need to involve the citizenry more.” 

Maurer answered, “The City Council has looked 
at composting at the city yards. You have to be 
careful of what to put in the city yards. There’s water 
there.” 

When asked to cite three main city problems and 
ideas to solve them, Boothroyd requested that the 
community be asked how would we like to look in 
the future?...from the physical and aesthetic stand¬ 
point. “Changes are often not for the better. One 
of the things I’ve called for is to have a recognition 
for the Bolice Department, Fire Department, mem¬ 
bers of the Search and Rescue Team, an official

A marble statue by 
Louis Aimc Lejcune, which 
was commissioned by 
Anita Baldwin for her 
home, Anoakia, has been 
donated to the California 
Arboretum Foundation 
by Lowry McCaslin, cur¬ 
rent owner of the Anoakia 
estate. 

The gift, which includes
